About 150 were in attendance 
In those genetic years. The. fi-~ 
nancial situation of the school was 
s0 uncertain that the students 
came to class on Monday “to find 
out if they would have school that 
week , 

The fuel ‘for the University’s 
survival was that ever scarce com- 
modity — money. To keep their 


educational dream. alive, friends - 


of the University knocked on doors 
and rang telephones to solicit the 
green stuff, 

The era of bathtub gin and rac- 
coon coats seemed-to have educa- 
tional as well as immoral leanings. 
for that period saw an increase 
of enrollment to student bodies 
numbering over 400. In these 
years, the Universitv had a Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences, a Col- 
lege of Commerce, a Law School. 
and a School of Music. 

In 1928. University leaders saw 
the possibility of the whole pro- 
gram collapsing for lack of funds 
so they -began to persuade the 
state to allow the city to take over 
the school. One year later, a ma- 
jor step towards survival ‘was 
taken — the Nebraska Legislature 
passed an Enabling Act, authoriz- 
ing cities of metronvolitan size te 
gat. rn Monicinal Universities. |
